Tliey were broueht by limousine to an ^ 
awaiting crowd estimated by tbe San Uateo Sheriff's Office as over',, 
5,000. The crowd consisted mostly of teenagers and younger, some 
accoo^anied by mothers. Although conduct was generally orderly, 
several persons were injured, and arrests of at least eight 
persons were made by the Sheriff's Office for disorderly person, 
disturbing the peace, and molesting. 

San Francisco has advised that do racial or subversive
